It is stepparent from the foregoing that 
the 3.D. la present In Estonia In a dual role of political 
supervision and political intelligence. This accords with 
what Is known of this body. It is justifiable to ssaune that 
it has the same function In Finland, with the emphasis rather 
on the Intelligence than on the su pe r v i sory aide. 

It la certain that In any examination of 
German intelligence organisations in Finland, Estonian con- 
ditions must be olosely considered. The organisation directed 
by CELLAR TU3 la an example of this, although in the case of 
the Sicherheltsdlenst it is perhaps dangerous to press the 
parallel too far. 

It would howe ve r seem that any intelli- 
gence service In Finland must be considered as part of one 
organisation which embraces Latvia and Estonia as well. 
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
